Wa did our 
own di'.iwing. located our owe. lines 
and structures The discoveries of th.- 
early oil fields In Kentucky did not oc 
cur by any accident but by catefu;

"As usual in pioneering, the expense 
of obtaining the market for the oil. lack 
of pipe line* «nd accessibility to re- 
fineries made u a losing proposition to 
the pioneer operators at that time 
Spending of erough money to build the 
land for running of oil was objected to. 

"A few years later, with the largest 
steel tank at that time In rhe world fun

It 
could not be sold. 

"In what Is now the Menlfte gas 
field, the first well drilled at that time 
met s problem In that It was utterlv 
Impossible lo obtain a market for gas 
or oil.

Winchester anil 
Mt Sterling. 

•It required larre sums of money to 
build the Cumberland Pipe Line which 
now lakes oil from the field.

Statement jn il,Ush«d Insl we. k, shows 
that Lawrence county paid 1671 for 
sheep killed by dogs. The Assessor's 
book shows 1363 dogs .vir four month! 
old In the county thai year. As a mat 
tei of fact more sheep were kfflsd 'han 
oialiT.s were filed for. and there were 
more than 1363 dugs over four nonths 
«.'W in (he count}'. Also th< Sheritt did 
not collect i n 'he full i uml«er of dogs. 
Many dogs become Irtangll-le wh^n th- 
Asseasor ca 's and many dons are list- 
ed which the Sheriff cannot collect on 
This cordillon prevails rll over the 
State 

It Is commendable tu sny that Law- 
rence produced more, sheep than any 
ronnty In the Big Sanely valley. But 
for worthless dogs she would have pro 
duced many times more sheep. 

Dogs snd shsep cannot be raised to 
gethei. Where doira i.re plentiful sheep 
are scarce. To rlluttrute: Last year 
Jefferson county had only 688 sheep 
However, she had J147 dogs Fay»tt- 
coun'y had only 6S8 dogs but she had 
10.419 sheep So to, Clark had only 83s 
dogs bu< she had 12(18 sheep.

\ : ministration that the future problem 
* ! of America lies largely in tho produc- 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dniry products rather than in the pro- 
duction of cereals for export when 
the war will have ceased.

All the grain grown In Great Brit- 
ain is taken over by the government 
at an arbitrary price and the Imported 
wheat purchased on the markets at 
the prevailing market price. This is 
turned over to the mills by the govern- 
ment at a price that aUows the adul- 
terated war bread loaf of four pounds 
to sell at 18 cents, the two pound loaf 
at 9 cents and the one pound loaf at 6 
cents. 

In France, under conditions some- 
what slroUar, but with a larger ex- 
traction, the four pound loaf sells for 
16 cents.

General Pershing Sends Official 
Report of Funeral of Amer- 
ican Heroes. 



TRIBUTE BY FRENCH GENERAL 



Soldiers of France and United States 
Surround Grave as Qrnoral Bor- 
deaux Eulogizes Dead — Sug- 
gest* Monument Inscription. 

Washington. D. C. — The war depart- 
ment hns received from General Per- 
shing a copy of the reaurd describing 
the funeral service* for the three* 
Aincricnn soldiers who wesre kllle-d in 
the Germans' first trench raid ugntnst 
United States troops on November 3. 
The pa per j bear the following indorse- 
ment from Major General William L. 
Slbert : 

"Korwnrded recommending that the 
request of General Bordeaux to have 
the remains of the men left at Buthele- 
tnont be favorably coiiaJdervd." 

The record. Including the address of 
General Bordeaux, in part says : 

"By Centillium! iif General Bordeaux, 
French division, the bodies of Corporal 
(ireshum, Private Enrtght und Private 
Hay, company F. Sixteenth Infantry, 
were interred with religious and mili- 
tary ceremony nt Bathelruont on the 
afternoon of November 4. 

Improvised Altar Used. 

"An nltar was Improvised and elabo- 
rately decorated In the village. The 
chuplaln of a French regiment con- 
ducted the church services. 

"Following the church ceremony the 
cortege proceeded to a field adjacent 
to the village and forroeel on three 
sides of a square, the bodies being 
placed in front of tbe graves on the 
fourth aide. An American dug, pro- 
vided by the French, bad turn placed 
over the caskets. 

"At two o'clock General Bordeaux, 
accompanied by his full staff, bis In- 
fantry, artillery and engineer chiefs 
and a representative of the French 
corps commander, arrived and took 
position. 

"The troops presented arms and the 
Frensb Said music and band played 
a funerat ™r<*. Tbe chaplain per- 
forms*), the religions ceremony at the 
graves. Then General Bordeaux ad- 
vanced to the center of tbe square and 
addressed the troops and then the 
dead. A copy of his address It at- 
tached. 

"The company of United States In- 
fantry fired three volleys and its trum- 
peter sounded taps. All the troop* 
were then marched by the graves, sa- 
luting as they passed. General Bor- 
deaux and his staff advanced to the 
graves, saluted and departed. 

"Throughout tbe eeremonr at the 
grave* French batteries from their po- 
st tiona, fired minute fans, over the 
village at the German tenches.

NEED 37,509 NURSES 

1,000 Per Cent Increase Is 
Sought by Government 

Nurses Bslng Called for Duty to Meet 
Needs of the United States 
Army. 

Washington. — Thirty-seven thousand 
five hundred nurses will be needed In 
the army nurse corps of the medical 
department, according to present esti- 
mates based on an army of 1,500,000 
men. The i>re?-u atrrtit,th of the 
Corp* h ghoul ;,,siu increasing the 
i uxolluient by nearly 1,000 per cent In 
a year is the task confronting the 
corps. 

Daily numbers of nurse* are being 
called for to meet immediate needs 
In army hospitals In the United States 
and for duty overse-as. The pres- 
ent rate of enrollment does not meet 
the demands. Hospitals at Katlonal 
tiuard and Natlonul army camps still 
need 871 nurses to bring the quotas of 
all up to the minimum considered 
necessary — 05 each. 

In order to get the enrollments up 
to the needed number some erf the re- 
qulretue'nts heretofore Imposed are be- 
ing waived. According to estimate* of 
the nursing committee of the general 
me'dlcal board of the council of nation- 
al defense, there are between 80,000 
and 90,000 reglsteree! nurses In the 
country and about 200,000 other grudu 
ute and practical nurses. 

Just as soon ns Immediate needs of 
csntonnu nt hospitals have been cared 
for a reserve of 100 nurses will be or- 
ganized for emergency service In tbe 
United States. Lakewood hotel, Luke- 
wood, N. J., bus be-cn leased by the 
government for use as a general hospi- 
tal for ihe army and provisions will 
be made for housing the reserve nurs- 
es there. This hotel has not yet been 
turned over to the war department, 
but will be In a week or so. The nec- 
essary alteratltins will be made ns soon 
as practicable and the 100 nurses f 
the reserve will be needed In addition 
to the permanent nursing staff of the 
hospital.

■ Sugar Coat 35 Cants • Pound During 
Civil War— Refiners' Profits 
Now Curtailed. 

Sugar Is selling today throughout 
America at from 8H to 9 cents a 
pound to the consumer, even (hough 
there Is s world shortage which has 
rehired this nation's sugar allotment 
to 70 per cent, of normal. 

Through tht efforts of the United 
States food administration the sugar 
market has been regulated aa far aa 
the producer, refiner and wholesaler 
It concerned. The food administration 
hat no power to regulate retail prices 
except by public opinion. Even though 
more than 8S.0O0 tout of tugar have 
been ahlpped to France In the latt 
four months tha retail grocer's tugar 
price It around 8 to B\k cents He 
should sell this tngar at 8Mi to 9 
cents, the food administration believes, 
and asks the American housewife to 
pay no more than this amount.

Istmtlon whs orgnnlxed the price of 
sugar rose suddenly to 11 cents a 
pound. During the Civil War sugnr 
tost the consumer BS cents n pound. 
Hy regulation of the sugar market snd 
reducing Hie price to 8^4 snd 8 cents 
and keeping It from advancing to 20 
cents the food ad in in 1st nit Ion has sav- 
ed the American public at least HSO.- 
ntsi.nnn In four months, according to 
a statement made by Herbert Hoover 
the other day. 

"It Is our stern duty to feed the al- 
lies, to maintain their health and 
strength at any cost to ourselves." 
Mr. Hoover declared. "There has not 
hatn, nor will be as we see It, enough 
sugar for even their present mengre 
snd depressing ration unless Ihey send 
ships lo remote rnnrkets for It. If we 
In our greed mid gluttony force them 
either lo further reduce their ration 
or to send these ships we will hnve 
done damage to our abllltlea to win 
•his war. 
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Gen. \ou Stein. Prussian Aiinlster of 
War. In a newspaper lnteivHew is

well preparer! to meet America n - a foe 
l!e doubts nir lighting as r. decisive 
factor, hut says much depend-. u|>on 
what the American engineers can do.

Rtaton for World Shortage. 

Aa Mr. Hoover pointed out. the 
United .States, Canada and England 
were sugar Importing countries before 
the war, while France and Italy wen- 
very nearly self supporting. The main 
sources of Ihe world's tugar supply 
was Germany and neighboring powers, 
the West Indies and the Eatt Indies. 

German sugar Is no longer available, 
as It It used entirely In Oermanv. 
which alto abaorba augar of turrouud 
Ing eoiimrlea. 

Engliind cun no longer buy 1,400,000 
long tons of sugar curb year from 
Germany. The French siigsr produc- 
tion hat dropped from 7.10,000 to 210,. 

000 tons The Italian production has 
fallen from Z10.000 tons to 7.1,000 tons 
Thus three countries were thrown 
upon Fast and West Indlun sources 
for 1,02.1,000 tont annually to maintain 
their normal conaumptlon. 

Because of the world't ahlpplni 
shortage tha alllad natlona atarted 
drawing on tha West Indlea for auga-; 
Bast Indian augar took three tlmea 
the number of ships, since tha dis- 
tance wat three timet as great. Snd 
denly the west was called on to fur- 
nish and did furnish 1,420,000 tons of 
sugar to Europe when fWO.OOO tona a 
year was the pre-war demand. The 
allies had drawn from Java 400,000 
tont before the ahlpplng situation bo- 
came acute. 

"In tplte of these shipments," Mr. 
Hoover stated the other day, "the 
English government In Augutt reduce,] 
the household tugur ration to a basla 
of 24 pounds per annum per raja^ta. 
And In September the French govern- 
ment reduced their household ration 
to 13 2-10 pounds a year, or a bit over 

1 pound of augar a month. Even thlt 
meagre ration could not he tilled by 
the French government It wat found 
early In the full. America was then 
naked for 100,000 tont of tugar and 
succeeded In aendlng 8.1.000 tont by I 
Irecember 1. The French requeat wat 
granted heeaute the American house- 
hold consumption was then at leatt BS 
pounds per person, and It was consid- 
ered the duty of maintaining the 
French morale made our course clear." 

Today the tugar situation may 
ba summarized by stating that If 
America will reduce Its sugsr con- 
sumption 10 to 18 par cant this 
nation will ba able to send 200,000 
mors soldiers to Franca. 
Sugar today sells at seaboard re- 
fineries at 17.2.1 a hundred pounds 
The wholesale grocer hss agreed to 
limit bit profit to 25 cents a hundred 
■ ins freight and the retail grocer Is 
supposed to take no more than SO cents 
a hundred pounds proflt. Thla regu- 
lation was made by the food adminis- 
tration, which now aska the housewife 
;i reduce sugar consumption at much 
• possible, using other sweeteners, 
...id also remluda her that the should 
pay no more than 0 cents a pound for 
so^ar. 

Control of Cane Refiners' Profits. 
"Immediately upon the establish- 
ment of the food administration," Mr. 



Hoover aald, "an examination was 
made of the coalt and proflla of r< lin- 
ing and U wat Anally determined that 
the tpread between the coat of raw 
and the aale of refined cane etignr 
should ba limited to 11.80 per hundred 
pounds The pre-war differential had 
averaged about 83 cents aud Increased 
costs were found to have been Impos- 
ed by tha war In lncreaaed cost of re- 
fining, lottos, coat of bugs, labor, Insur- 
ance, interest and other things, rather 
more than cover the difference. After 
prolonged negotiations the reflnere 
were placed ander agreement estab- 
llthlng theaa limits on October 1. and 
anything over thlt amount to be agreed 
extortionate under the law. 

"In the course of these Inveetlgtv 
tlont It wat found by canvaat of the 
Cuban producer! that their sugar had, 
during the flret nine tnontht of the 
patt year, sold for an average of about 
14.24 per hundred f. o. b. Cuba, to 
which duty and freight added to the 
refiners' cost amount to about SfvflB 
per hundred. The average ttle prlco 
of grannlated by various refineries, ac- 
cording to our Investigation, waa about 
$7.«0 per hundred, or a differential of 
?' I 

"In reducing the differential to «1..T 
there wat a saving to the public of M 
cents per hundred Had such a dlf 
ferentlal been In use from the Itt of 
January. 1017. the public would have 
saved In the first nine montht of the 
year about «24 <m" 
Next Year. 

With a view to more efficient organ- 
isation of the trade In Imported sugars 
next ys«r two committees hnve been 
formed by the food tulinlnlstratliHi : 

1. A committee comprising rcpre- 
1 setilntlves of sll of the elements of 

American cane retlnlng groups The 
principal duty of thlt committee Is to 
divide the sugar liu|>orts pro rata to 
their various rapm a ilea and aee that 
absolute Justice Is done to every re- 
ntier. 

2. A coininlllee oeiinprlslng three rep- 
resentatives of the English. French 
and Italian governments; two repre- 
seutatlvet of the American rcfluera, 
with u member of the fi«>d ailmlnlatra- 
tlon. Duly two of the nuBrnlttee have 
arrived from ICtirope, but they repre- 
sent the silled gov erillnents. The du- 
ties of thlt committee an- to determine 
the most ei-ononilenl aources from a 
trniitisirt |hiIiiI of view of all the al- 
lies to arrange transport at uniform 
ratet, to distribute the foreign sugar 
between the United States and allies, 
■Object to the approval of the Ameri- 
can. English, French and Italian gov- 
ernments. 

This committee, while holding strong 
-lews ss to the price to be paid for 
Caftan sutsr. hi, a not bad ibs Dual 
vol. c. Tills VolCt haa rested In the 
rnvcyrnputtta ei erned, tofetbar with 

the Cuban government, and I wish to 
ttate elnphatlenlly that all of the gen- 
tlemen eoiuenied as gis>d cotnmer. i tl 
W«il buy* en<leavoii-il with the OtOMVOt 
pOtJeOCO and skill lo 100110 a lower 
price, and their persistence bus re- 
duced Cuban demands by 1.", rents per 
hutldrisl. The price agreed UPOO Is 
Ibool *4.00 per hundred pounds, f. o. b. 
Cuba, or equal lo about (6 duty |>uld 
New York. 

"Thlt prlet thould eventutte," 
Mr. Hoover said, "to about 87.30 
per hundrcl for refined eugtr from 
the refiners at seaboard points or 
thould place sugar in tht handt of 
the container at from 8 1 2 to 9 
centt per pound, depending upon 
locality and condition! of trade, or 
at from 1 to 2 cents below tht 
prlcet of Au'jutt latt tnd from one- 
half to a cent per pound cheaper 
than today. 

"There Is now an elimination of 
siseculailoti, extortionate protlta, and 
In the relmlug alone the American 
|>eople wUl save over I25.UOO.000 of 
Ihe refining charges lsst year. A part 
of these savings goes to the Cuban, 
Hawailiin, Porto Klran and l,ouslaiilun 
producer and part to the consumer. 

"Apistala to prejudice agalntt the 
food admlnlttratloii have been made 
because the Cullau price Is 34 ewnte 
above that of 1017. It Is aald In effect 
that the Cubans are at our mercy, 
that we could get sugar a cent lower. 
We made exhaustive study of the coat 
of prodiirlng tugar In Cuba last year 
through our otvu amenta in Cuba, and 
we (lnd It nverages $3.30, while many 
producers are at u higher level We 
found that an average profit of at 
least a rent per |H>und waa necessary 
In order to mnlntalii and stimulate 
production or that a minimum price of 
14181 wna necesaury. and even liilt 
would itlflo some producers. 

"The price ultimately agreed waa 28 
rents uhove these figures, or about one- 
nfth of a cent pur pound to the Amerl- 
• nri consumer, and more than thlt 
amount has been saved by our reduc- 
tion In refiners' pronto. If wo wish to 
stifle production in Cuba we could 
take that course Just st the time of sll 
limes In our history when we want 
production for ourselvea and the al- 
lies. Further than that, the state de- 
partment will assure you thst such a 
course would produce disturbances In 
Cuba and destroy even our present 
supplies, but beyond all those material 
reasons Is one of human Justice. This 
great country haa no right by the 
might of Its position to strangle Cuba. 

"Therefore there Is no Imposition 
upon the American public. Chargea 
have been made before thla commit- 
tee that Mr. Rolph endeavored to ben- 
efit the California refinery of which he 
was manager by thla 34 cent Increaae 
in Cuban price. Mr Rolph did not fix 
the price. It does rs4se the price to 
the Hawaiian farmer about that 
n mount. It does not raise the proflt of 
the California refinery, because their 
rharge for refining Is, like all other re- 
finers, limited to ft.30 per hundred 
pounda, plus the freight differential on 
the established custom of the trade. 

"Mr. Rolph baa not one peony of lo 
leroot in that reOuery.'*
